The custom of strewing flowers 


•on the graves of their dead sol- 
diers, early m the spring of the 
year, originated among the wo- 
men of the South before the close 
of the Civil War. In some parts 
of the North a similar custom 
grew^up, but its observation was 
not 
universal. 
May 5, 1868, 


•while Gen. John A. Logan was 
Commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, he issued 
an order fixing the 30th day-of 
May of the year as 
general observance of the custom 
by members of the Grand Army 
and their 
friends. 
Since that 


time May 30th has beeo regularly 
obseived 
as Decoration 
Day 


throughout the country. 
It is 


known as Memorial Day in the 
South. The principal dates ob- 
served ih«re are Apr. 2k and May 
10. In many States it is a legal 
holiday. 
Congress has by law 


declared Decoration Day a holi- 
day in the District of Columbia 
and the Territories.

The new rules adopted by the board

quired to secure a majority petition 
from his precinct, all the signatures 
upon such petition must he given be- 
tween the date of hearing of the pro- 
test and the date set by the board for 
the hearing of the petition.

hearing of the protest.

The trouble experienced by the 


Board of Supervisors Tuesday, in the 
El Monte case, wUh reference to sip- 
natures on petitions and protests in 
saloon matters h as led to some new 
regulations on the subject, in addition 
to the provisions of the new license 
ordinance that went into effect on the 
1st inst. This ordinance says: 


•'Whenever a written protest shall 


have been Hied with this board, signed 
by twenty-five or more electors in the 
precinct, from which an application has 
been made for a wholesale or retail 
license; asking that-said license be not 
granted to the person or persons peti- 
tioning for the same, and at the partic- 
ular locality mentioned in the petition, 
taid license will not be granted until 
the applicant for the license shall file 
a petition asking for the same, signed 
by a majority of the electors actually 
living in the precinct and registered 
t>n the precinct register of said precinct 
at the time of tiling- said protest. The

IJoard of Supervisors shall deny said 
application for license and refuse to al- 
low the license 1o issue thereunder if, 
on such, hearing, it shall appear to the 
satisfaction o%the board either that 
the applicant for such license is an un- 
i.i and not a proper person to have or 
to hold such a license, or that such 
Explication is not made in good faith, 
or that the statements contained in such 
a , lication are wilfully untrue, or that 
t ie proposed location of said business 
is objectionable, or that any rule of the 
said board svoi.li be violated by giant- 
ing said license, ur for :u.y other rea- 
son deemed sufficient ror such refusal, 
whether sho.vn by \ rotesU on file or 
otherwise."

Mottles in Butter 


A number of experiments have been 


carried out at the Maryland Agricul- 
tural Station in order to ascertain the 
cause of mottled butter, by Mr. C. F. 
Doane, dairy bacteriologist, who gives 
his conclusions as follows: 


1. The uneven distribution of salt 


is the cause of unevenly-colored but- 
ter, spoken of as mottled butter. 


2. Washing the butter with water 


below 40 deg. does not cause mottles. 
It does, however, make a little more 
working necessary to thoroughly dis- 
tribute the salt. 


3. The light-colored streaks or por- 


tions of mottled butter are not paused 
by an excess of casein; but nwittles 
are evidently caused &y some physical 


j action of salt on the butter fat \vhich 
causes it to admit more light. 


4. Mottles cau be prevented 
by

Keeping a Meal Hot 


In every household there are cteca- 


sions when it is impossible for eyery 
member to be present when the /meal 
is first served. 


When it is necessary to keep a! meal 


hot for a belated comer, do not the 
the plate holding the food In a hot 
oven, thus discoloring the china, as 
well as drying the food; 
instead, 


place the plate upon, the fire over a 
pan of boiling water, covering the 
plate with a pan that will just fit 
over the edge of the plate. 


The food will keep hot,, and there 


will be enough steam from the boll- 
ing water in the lower pan, to keep 
the plate moist and prevent the con- 
tents from becoming dried. 


Plant Grafting

WASHINGTON, May 18.—There can

MURDERED IN PRISON 


Another Tragedy Occurs at Folsom— 


Man Lives Three Days After Fight 


SACRAMENTO.—Folsom prison has 


been the scene of another murder, and 
Coroner McMullen will go up and hold 
an itttjueBt on the trody of the dead 
man. 


The victim in this latest affray Is a 


man known as "Lazy" Miller, who was 
sent to prison from San Francisco on 
a charge of burglary, for three years 
in December, 1900. He was Silled by 
a convict named Louis Kline, sent up 
for three and a half years lor bur- 
glary in January, 1899. 


It is claimed that the quaforel took 


place on Friday in the room where 
the whitewash used on the cells is 
prepared, and the prime cause or the 
murder was a toothpick. 


Miller approached Kline, and the 


latter seized a piece of gas pipe and 
fractured his skull. The affray was 
witnessed by convicts, but no free man 
saw it. 


After Miller had been struck he was 


called to the captain's room ana told 
how the fight started. 
He did not 


appear to be injured, and the rumpus, 
it seemed, amounted to little. A slight 
abrasion of the skin over the eye was 
all the evidence that there had been 
trouble. 


Saturday afternoon, however. Miller 


complained of pains in his head, and 
a Folsom physician was called in. He 
gave it as his opinion that the skull 
was fractured, and Dr. A. M. Hender- 
son of this city was sent for. When 
Dr. Henderson 
reached the 
prison 


Miller was unconscious, and died be- 
fore an operation could be performed. 


No operation at that time, according 


to Dr. Henderson, who subsequently 
held an autopsy on the remains, could 
have saved the man. 
The examina- 


tion showed .a fracture of the skull 
about three 
Inches 
long, extending 


from a point about three inches above 
one of the eyes and backward to the 
ear.
